If you live in residence 

while attending Laurentian next year 

chances are you will be paying 15% 

more rent. 

This was the information 

given to residence representatives in a 
committee meeting with Director of 
Services Mr. T. L* Hennessey on Tuesday, 
January 10th. Mr. Hennessey is also 
the Administrative officer responsible 
for residences . The meeting was cal- 
led to inform the committee, which is 
recognized as a users' committee, of 
the proposed rise in residence fees 
for the 1975-76 school year. 

Present at the meeting 

with tiennessey was Mr. Tony Bcswick, 
Senior Don for Single Students Resi- 
dence and Jake Hofstcc, Senior Don 
for U. C. Students representatives ■ 
were Bill Scandlan for Single Students 
Residence and Serge Massie for U.C. 
Mike Slawny represented Married Stu- 
dents Residence. There were four stu- 
dent observers allowed into the meet- 
ing and. permitted to speak at the 
discretion of the chairperson. 

In terms of money, the 
proposed 15% rise will mean that a 
resident of U.C. occupying a single 
room would be asked to pay $750, up 
one hundred from this year* A double 
room would go up $90 to $680. Single 
student residents now paying $600 to 
share a room in a 6-room unit will be 
asked to pay $710 and $740 if it's a 
4-room unit. A single room in either 
would cost $810 instead of the $700 

being asked this year. 

Married Students 

Apartments on the other hand will 
go from the present $125 to $145. 
These rates do not affect the church 
affiliated college residences of 
Thorneloe, Huntington, and V. of S. 
Their rates are set separately* 

Hennessey explained 
part of the reasoning behind the 
15% across-the-board raise was to 
maintain a raise parity with refer- 
ence to all the residences. Another 
factor involved was the cost of ex- 
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These residences- Single Studen 
(left high-rise) , and U.C. (far 

penses which was largely labour. 
This would wean that SSR would not 
become monetarily more desirable 

t/wn U.C. or vice-versa. 

In SSR the fee struc- 
ture reflects the desirability of 

single rooms over doubles and 4-room 
units over 6- room. 

One of the main reasons for the 
need to raise rents lia> with govern- 
ment policy. The nevornment views 
University residences as ancillary 
to e'ducation and as sue}) do not subsi- 
dize their deficits. Mr. Hennessey 
pointed out that although the res- 
idences were orioir.ally government 
financed with long-term mortgages, 
the universities are required to broak 
even in operating them. 

At Laurentian the situa- 
tion is compounded by the* fact that 
the residences were built at a time of 
high cost and interest rates, and of 
falling enrollments.

Tito 1974-75 budget fig- 
ures for U.C. show that with total ex- 
penses of $207,U4 and Revenue of 
$195,775 there will still be a deficit 
of over $11,489. Assuming a cost in- 
crease of 15% and excluding mortgage 
and having a 9&» occupancy rate*, the 
residences would, wich no increase in 
revenue suffer a $28,030 deficit. 

On the other hand, under 
the same conditions with a 15% increase 
the deficit would only be $1,336. 
Hennessey was quick to point out that 
there was no guarantee of a 96% occup- 
ancy rote* 

He also noted that the 

residences are presently operated with the 
minimum amount of services thus making 
further cuts seem impossible. "Operating 
records" for single and marrieu students 
arc unavailable due to thts length of titmj 
chcy have been in operation. The foe 
structure for these two residences are

A typical day started with wake- 
up at 8:00 a.m., breakfast of 
oranges, apples and coffee, at the 
University of Saskatchewan by 9:00 
and technical sessions until noon. 

In the afternoon, discussions 
were held, with guest speakers. 
They touched on aspects concerning 
student housing, women and sports, 
students and student government, 
and other university-related 
matters. 

Evenings were long, often 
going into the wee hours of the 
morning* Paper members formed 
various committees, to draw up 
next year's CUP budget, make rcc- 
cony>ndations as to how to improve 
the news service and advertising, 
/ind to discuss new post-secondary 
papers wishing to become members 
of CUP. While you were bringing in 
the New Year hero in Ontario, wc 
were still in session (and sober), 
trying to get business done, 
before Old Man Time arrived in 
the West. 

The funds to cover this event 
were allocated from Student Affairs 
($100), Student Awards ($300) and 
the Latubda budget ($425). Of that, 
$555 was spent on transportation 
(air and train), $ J 55 going to lodg- 
ing, and registration and $2 00 
in assorted costs i.e. taxis, coffee, 

etc. 

Some members of our university 
community may be saying, "Why go 
to a CUP conference any way? Is . 
it really necessary?" 



I was of that same opinion 
before going. However, experience 
is the best teacher and no quanti- 
tative measure of value can bo 
placed on such an event. Not only 
have I become more informed about 
CUP and itt> value, but, I also 
gained a vast amount of knowledge 
about the people and other univer- 
sities throughout Canada. 

To discuss the whole of the 
conference proceedings would only 
prove to be tiring, therefore 
j will briefly summarize what the 
conference meant to me. I learned 
newspaper skills through construc- 
tive criticisms given by experienced 
journalists, technical skills i.e. 
layout, in the morning workshops, 
present problems of Canadian Univ- 
ersities and their possible solu- 
tions, and of the drastic inequal- 
ities throughout the Canadian 
educational system.

of last year's. 

At present any attempt to 

uffset the cost of living in residence 

by raising the money elsewhere seems dim. 

Government support is decreasing and the 

Universities will not be allowed to raise 

tuition fees. 

There were several object- 
ions to the proposed hikes. Rill Scandlan 
minted out that while the University was 
having difficulty finding funds, so was 
the student. Nevertheless, it was being 
left to the student to come up with the 
monvy. no suggested tnv University 
should go over its expenses attd mat/' trim 
zhe fat" from it. Ue felt studenzs would 
not take kindly to the raise. Serge 
Massey fvlt that peihaps a group of 
students would be inclined to tnove as a 
group. Applying the same money as they 
now did on campus would almost guarantee 
them superior housing in the city. 

In the same vein Slawmj 
pointed out "the proposed increases will 
cause student* to consider alternate 
housing". He noted students were only 
wage ea mars for approximately four months 
of the year. This along with minimal 
student loans does not prepare them to 
compete with the regular worker. Thus he 
felt the cost of student housing should 

not be raised. 

To these and other objections 
Hennessey explained that while the pro- 
posed changes would be placed in the calen 
dar they are by no means unchangeable. 
Student action or reaction could cause 
Senate to review them.

their copy at three places this week; 
near the bank in the Bowling Alley/ in 
Science II lounge area, and at the Phy- 
sical Education Building* On-campus 
students should have received their di- 
rectories already through Campus Nail. 

The Student Directory is a 40- 
page booklet containing information a~ 
bout all full-time students, taken 
from the registrar's computer list. 

Students' names, local addresses, 
and phone numbers are listed* Their 
courses are designated by a number; 
for instance. Nursing students have the 
number 06. 

This year, the content of the di- 
rectories has been reduced considerably. 
Home addresses arc not listed. Neither

O. J. Simpson, for his part, makes but a cameo appearance, 
his major concern being the rescue of a cat early in the show, 
after which we lose him until the dying minutes. Robert Vaughn 
represents himself well and Richard Chamberlain is the bad guy. 
There is nothing very realistic about the film, other than the 
creditable work the fire department does in trying to extin- 
guish the blaze, and I suspect, if anyone deserves praise, they 
do.

All in all, two O.K. films, as far as entertain- 
ment goes.

Killoran is asking CUP member papers to provide a 
$12,000 subsidy towards the Youthstream deficit of $31,000. 
The other demands contained in the report called "you- 
thstream. Five Years Later" include the introduction of co- 
lour supplements, the inclusion of CUP member papers who 
arc not 'in Youthstream and keeping closer tabs on each mem- 
bers' financial status* 

Killoran was frank in his defense of the demands. "Thi 
forecast is for rough times and if we're going to stick our 
ass out on the line, we expect CUP to do the same," he said. 

The report begins with a factual summary of the net- 
work's history and operation. Killoran contends the net- 
work has a right to expect a return on investment and the 
loyalty of member papers* 

The rc[x>rt calls on CUP members to accept the demands 
as a necessary result of present inflationary problems in 
order to guarantee the continued health of the network.

The paper bags cost only three cents isach but thore is 
no attempt by organizers to cut costs. Modest estimates 
of the conference deficit ranged from "screwed" to "Ter- 
rible 1 *. 

Pegular fancy kits were planned and arrangements had 
been made to have them shipped freo to the conference. At 
last report the delivery company, allegedly known as Unli- 
able Transport, has them somewhere between Toronto and Re- 
gina. It is not known whether they will arrive in time for 
next year's conforence. 

But many CUP delegates fool the* 'bags are an ecologica- 
lly sound idea. 

"They're cheaper, and do the job almost as well," one 
representative said. "CUP can take the lead in ecological 
awareness in executing more actions of this kind." 

The delegate plans to fold this bag and bring it to 
future conferences. 

Other delegates are finding the hags double for other 
useful purposes. Lunch bags, lamp shades, and motion 
sickness containers arc only some of the imaginative uses 
the brown baas jre finding. 

One more risky venture undertaken by an eastern dele- 
gation involved the massive smuggling of pornographic 
material into Saskatoon grocery stores. 

The Attorney-General is reported to be investigating 
the. legality of the action, along with the accuracy of some 
of the reporting in the conference newsletter, "The Drown 
Paper Rag". 
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ESGA Elections 



Stave Kelly, an extension student:, 
says he is recommending to the Exten- 
sion Student body that the November 
24th, re-election of the executive be 
declared "void by reason of non-demo- 
cratic means of re-election." 

The ESGA's Executive Committee in 
the Nov. 24 general meeting did not 
fulfill its requirements to call a pro- 
per election as outlined in the consti- 
tution of the association. The Execu- 
tive failed to appoint a Nominating 
Committee, the first stage in calling 
of a general election. The nomina- 
ting committee's duties are defined in 
the constitution as to advertising the 
election, collecting the nominating 
candidates requirements of five signa- 
tures of members and the candidates 
written acceptance, and then posting & 
informing the student body of the can- 
didates prior to the election, and then 
holding the election itself. The stu- 
dent body had no means of nominating 
the aid or new potential executive mcttt-

bers or even voting them back into of- 
fice, since the nominating committee 
had not been formed. By this proce- 
dure the executive was able to vote it- 
self hack into office by acclamation 
since the only executive was at hand to 
vote. 

Kelly also complained that the 1972 
election and the 1973 election had irr- 
egularities. One example of the 1972 
election was the notice of the posit- 
ions open had some offices open and 
others closed such as President, Sec- 
retary, and Treasurer. Should not the 
mail-out notice have all positions o- 
pen? Kelly said, "the procedure for 
off-CQtitpus voters was not clearly de- 
fined in the procedures.'' 

At present, Sceve Kelly is circulat- 
ing a petition to call a special gener- 
al meeting of ESGA for deciding the va- 
lidity of the November 24th acclama- 
tion in the election; decide on whe-
